discoveries in California, 
crawled by slow and weary stages 
over the plains and deserts  inter- 
vening between here and the Eastern 
States. Following the faintly blazed Kit 
Carson trail, he surely felt he had reached 


the land of promise as he came in sight of 


beautiful Silver Lake and looked over on 
the wooded mountains and into the fertile 
valleys of California. 

Weary though he was, the bracing air 
of the high Sierras and the soothing frag- 
rance of the pines gave him courage to 
push on yet a little farther, and so he came 
into Amador. Following the eastern rim 


of the Lake and taking the trail blazed

high on the ridge of the mountains, by 
slow and cautious descent, he worked his 
way down into the heart of the country and 
to the more accessible streams and fertile 
valleys. At this time the entire -country 
was one unbroken forest, relieved only 
here and there by voleanic flats and the 
grassy glades of Ione and Shenandoah. 


Probably no county in the state is more 


closely allied with the pioneer days of 


California than is Amador, or can furnish 


more thrilling bits of historic interest. 


A few days after the discovery of gold 
at Coloma, a prospecting party under 
the direction of Captain Webber was or-

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Gold was first discovered in Amador on 
the Mokelumme River in March 1848, 
and north from there rich finds were 
made in every stream and gulch as far as 
the American River. 

Amador now has some of the richest, 
aud two of the deepest gold mines in the 
world. 


The Kennedy is being mined at 


a depth of 4050 vertical feet and the Argo- 


naut at a depth of 4117 vertical feet. 
Amador has added $149,568,920 in gold 
to the world’s wealth. 

In addition to gold Amador County has 
extensive deposits of high grade clays and 
fine sands in the vicinity of Ione. Asbes- 
tos is found in considerable quantity in 
this neighborhood. Coal underlies nearly

Other minerals native to Amador are cop- 
per, sandstone, iron, silver, manganese, 
lime, limestone, tale and marble. 

While gold was the lure which brought 
the first settlers here, it was soon discover- 
ed that gold was to be gathered from 


sources other than mining. 


The soil of the foothills is very rich and 


is especially adapted to the cultivation of 
grapes, apples, peaches and pears which 
attain a flavor and growth surpassed by 
none. In the valleys, prunes, figs, berries 
of all kinds, citrus and deciduous fruits 
native to a lower altitude are grown. 


Grains and vegetables grown in this local-
